The following species form part of a c(*llcction of wootly plants made in 
New (iuinea in 1020 27 by Mr. L. J. Rra.s.s for the Arnold Arboretum. 
Ninety-three spec’ies of Pipers have been recorded for New (luinea and the 
adjacent Bismarck Archipelago and the <‘lcven here. de.scribed bring the 
number up to 104. It is not impo.ssible that one or another of the.se may 
have l>een reported heretofore under the name of a non-endemic .species; 
but as I have not .seen the.se collections I am unable to indicate .synonymy 
for any of the present list, though they cannot be reconciled with the 
characters on which such species rests. 

The favorable location of New (iuinea, with a diversified area of .some 


200,000 .s<|uare miles (twice that of the West Indies and nearly equaling 
that of Central America) makes it probable that a much larger miml)er of 
Pip<‘raccac {Piper 104; Peperovda 22; Mueropiper 2) may be exyiected than 
is now known; and except for the few that have been cultivated, they may 


be expected to be ende'inic.
